REGISTER’S FEES IN HENNEPIN COUNTY.

*§ 27a. Schedule of fees. The compensation of the register of deeds for the county
of Hennepin, in this state, shall be as follows:

For entering, indexing, and recording any deed or other instrument, seven and
one-half cents for each folio, to be paid when the same is left for record.

For every certificate, ten cents. .

For copies of any records or paper, when required, seven and one-half cents for
each folio. :

For recording any deed or any other paper in any other than the English lan-
guage, fifteen cents per folio.

For entering the discharge of mortgage in the margin of the record, ten cents.

For filing every instrument and making an entry thereof, when necessary, five
cents. (Sp. Laws 1881, ¢. —, § 1.)* ‘

PETIT JURIES.

Provided, that in the county of Hennepin the petit jurors shall be summoned
to appear at nine o’clock A. 3. on the second Tuesday of each general term of the

(15) days before the term, shall direct that the petit jurors be summoned to appear
at an earlier day in the term. (ds amended 1881, c.

*§ 58a. Certified copies of decisions, The state librarian, upon the application of any
person, may make out and certify, under his official seal, a copy or copies of any
Jjudicial decision, of any report or proceeding contained in any of the laws or equity
reports in his office or under his charge, as such librarian, and of any other docu-
ment or paper in his custody, and any such certified copy may be used and read
before any judge or court, or in any legal proceeding, to the same effect as the orig-
inal book, report, document or paper could or might be used if produced bLefore
‘such judge, court, or other authority, and he shall be entitled to charge for the same
at the rate of fifteen cents per folio. (1879, ¢. 89, § 1.)
